Union bitmuminous miners 
are 
demanding continuation of the scale 
of the Jacksonville wage agreement 
which set $7.50 a day as the basic 
pay <4 the industry . The 
Jackson ­ 
ville agreement expires at 
midnight 
on March 31. 
Asserting that non-union 
mines 
through cheaper production 
costs 
are taking away their markets, op­ 
erators of union mines are holding 
out for a wage reduction. 
Unless the union mines are placed 
on a basis of wage competition with 
non-union territory , the bituminous 
industry in the unionized regions is 
threatened

destruction,

a living wage and assert that

ills of the soft coal industry

The first intimation of any for­ 
mer Rush county man participating

of 
this city . 
On MaiVh 11th, Mr. Miller went 
to Weepah, Nev., and built the first 
building there, if being1 a 10 by 12 
stand, costing $100 per 
thousand 
feet of rough 
lumber. 
The 
first 
tran sfer of property « incurred also 
when Mr. Miller sold out his pla« *e 
of business to E. H. Donegan 
oi 
Oakland, Calif. 
Included with Mr. Miller’s letter 
was a clipping from the Tonopah 
Daily Times, the nearest newspaper, 
located twenty -eight milqs northeast 
of Weepah, giving a description 
of 
the beginning of the gold rush. 
Other intersting facts were stated 
in Mr. Miller’s letter, which is 
as 
follows: 
“ I am enclosing news item from 
Tonopah Daily Times, where nearest 
newspaper 
is 
located 
28 
miles 
northeast of Weepah. 
I built 
first 
building in Weepah, Nev. There were 
six houses here when I arrived here 
March 11th, but they were moved 
here from Goldfield, 
Nevada. 
The 
lumber 1 bought to build this 10 by 
12 stand cost me $100 per thousand 
feet of fough lumber. Claims 
here 
have brought

per claim, 
600 feet by 1500 feet. Water sells 
for five cents per gallon, gasoline 40 
cents a gallon; newspapers 15 <‘ents 
each; bootleg 50 cents per ounce; 
gambling wide „open; dealers in card 
games received $1.50 per hour

work as long as th^y 
can 
remain 
awake. I have not seen one fight as 
to y et, hut plenty of guns are seen 
here. New town site

out. Squatters rights are

lots. 
People here have all kinds ot opin­ 
ions, so I think I will start a second 
hand store, buy from the pessimist 
and sell to 
the 
optimist. 
People 
come and go in herds. There is

present 200 tents on grounds, some 
tlnnk 5,000 people will be here 
ill 
thirty day s. I would be afraid 
to 
express iffy opinion for it is my first 
experience in a gold rush, but will 
say gold is very popular, and 
al­ 
way s have been since I can remem­ 
ber, but many owners of claims, five 
miles distant, from this strike, are 
building castles in the fair.
